The DXpedition to Robinson Crusoe Island in the Juan Fernandez Archipelago is 
scheduled to run from 24th February to 4th March. The multi-national team comprises 
of 23 operators from 7 countries. Included in the team are IRTS members Mark 
EI6JK, Dave EISFBB and Ark EI9KC. The callsign will be 3GOZC and full details of
